Jews. Sent’ To 
Prison For Life 


Jeruslem, Aug. 17. 

Singing loudly in de- 
fiance, 18 Jewish yeiths 
were sentenced to death 
and four young Jewish 
women to life imprison- 
ment yesterday for the 
bomb raid on the Haifa 
railway shops. 

Rumours immediately spread’ 
that the Jewish underground 
would strike back, The 22 mem- | 
bers of the Stern Gang were 
capvicted by the Haifa military 
court of staging: the night raid 
several weeks ago. Some Jews 
here declared that the “Stern 
Gang won't let it pass” and ex- 
pressed ‘fears that the under- 
ground might strike in an at- 
tempt to free the condemned 
men or avenge them, if they are 
hanged. _ 


The sentences nvust still

that thousands of Jews are

When the 22 defendants were 
led into the courtroom, ° their 
loud singing of the Jewish “Na-.

Ridiculous Lengths 


Sometimes . precautions were 
taken to what I thought were 
ridiculous lengths.

A Slip Up 


The correapondent had .been 
writing on some mattor “of 
diplomacy which had no diroct 
bearing on Mr. Eden's visit, 
Acting on his own knowledge— 
which knowledge he forgot for 
tho’ moment was not genornlly 
shared—he wrote:

be approached in a spirit of 
conciliation, It is also evident 
that the solution of the Pales- 
tine problem will not in itself 
solve the preblem of hundreds 
of thousands of displaced per- 
sons in Europe.” 

Plan Not Rejected. 

The statement  continugd: 
“The President has been giving 
thia problem his special atten- 
tion and hopes that arrange- 
ments can be made which will 
make it possible for variaus 
countries including the United, 
States to admit many of the’ 
displaced persons as permanent 
residents.”

Since 
outh has bid two suits, it is 
slear that South -has at Jeast 
nine cards in those suits and 
not more than four cards in 
spades and diamonds together. 
'l'wo of those four cards can 
be played on dummy’s — top 
spades; the other two on dum- 
my’s diamond honours, losing 
one trick to the diamond Ace. 
Hence the opponents cannot 
possibly win two tricks in tho 
spade.and diamond suits, The 
club void. and strong heart 
support give equally strong as- 
surance that the. opponents

The only question is whether 
j the hand will produce. twelve 
tricks.
